WHAT DEATH? It has not taken place yet but unless there are drastic 
changes in the conditions of H-Block in the Long Kesh Concentration 
Camp the first death cannot be far off. 


In every generation since their first 
unwanted visit to Ireland the savage 
and barbarous ruling claŝs of the neigh- 
bouring island has murdered and 
tortured the flower of this land. 

Today the prisoners of war in the 
H-Blocks are being tortured in their 
bodies by continual beatings by 
warders; tortured in their minds by 
solitary confinement in barbaric con- 
ditions; denied reading material of 
their choice, games, recreation, crafts, 
education; even an hour in the fresh 
air. 

They are being tortured in mind 
and body because they refuse to sur- 
render to the Crown's demands and 
to pretend that they are criminals 
rather than prisoners of war. 


Long tradition 


The Fenians put up with the same 
treatment. So did the men in Portlaoise 
Jail under De Valera in the forties. 
Sean McCaughey died in protest 
against such savage treatment. 

Only a few days ago two men in 
H-Block very nearly died as a result of 
a hunger and thirst strike, only to be 
thrown back into solitary confine- 
ment as soon as they were let out of 
their hospital wards. 

Massive, continuous protests at 
every level are needed to inform public 
opinion and rally that opinion power- 
fully around the H for Heroes’ Block 
in Long Kesh. 

Boycott British goods. Stop those 
goods being sold in Ireland. Look at 
the label before you buy. That is the 
very least you can do. 

But there is so much more in your 
power. Think. Then act. Don’t let 


them die. Show the fearful, traitor 
politicians how much you care for 
these men who have struggled so hard 
in a proud tradition that Ireland may 
be free.

A WELL-KNOWN life-

This further act of trech- 
ery on the part of 
today’s “Free” State 
tulers follows close on 
the renewal of Garda 
torture, as reported 
here in our last issue, 

The treachery was the 
subject of a Sinn Fein 
statement on April 21: 
“Sinn Fein strongly 
condemns the extra- 
dition of Joseph Oliver 
Maginn, a well known 
Republican, on pol- 
itical charges, to the 
Six Counties, 

“Mr. Maginn was arrested 
at his home in An 
Uaimh on Monday 
evening and handed 
over to the RUC and 
British army on Tues- 
day evening by the 
Gardai. 

“This action was taken 
despite the fact that 
proceedings against 
Mr. Maginn’s extra- 
dition were pending in 
the courts. 

“It appears now that the 
Gardai have been given 
instructions to hand 
over Republicans to 
the RUC and British 
army irrespective of 
any pending court pro- 
ceedings. 

“It has long been estab- 
lished that a person 
cannot be extradited 
on a political charge 
from the south to the 
north. 

“Mr Maginn is now in the 
hands of the British, 
charged with IRA 
membership and 
alleged involvement in 
the theft of money. 

“The action of the Dublin 
government of hand- 
ing over any Irishman 
to British and RUC 
torturers is to be 
deplored in the strong- 
est possible terms and 
raises the question if a 
new deal on extra- 

s dition was agreed be- 
tween Mr. Lynch and 
Mr. Callaghan.”

Workers in chains 


THE PRESENT is one of high unemployment 
in Ireland, in the Six as well as in the 26 
Counties. Despite all the promises and 
optimistic forecasts the odds are that the 
unemployment crisis will get worse for quite a 
time before the situation improves. 

Capitalism is in one of its periodic crises. 
Usually they are relieved by war but workers 
are becoming more difficult to fool. The 
answer might be civil wars. ln the 
neighbouring island official preparations 
would appear to indicate such a plan. 

Here in Ireland the unemployment 
situation is being worsened by strikes, some of 
them very serious in a national context, 
Indications are that they would have been 
settled long ago had there been a more 
flexible approach from the bosses of Leinster 
House. 

Unfortunately, Leinster House is so British 
that, all too often, it parodies the British. A 
case in point is the ministerial reaction to 
both the communications and Aer Lingus 
strikes, In Britain the custom is to stick rigidly 
to protocol and tradition, 

Ireland is not Britain. The Irish character is 
radically different to that of the English, the 
guideline in Britain. Irish people are led, not 
driven. A recognition of that basic fact by 
Leinster House would result in virtually a 
revolution in industrial relations in Ireland. 

The communications strike is a scandal but 
the circumstances which have made it 
virtually inevitable are an even greater scandal. 
Who is responsible? The civil service, 
ostensibly, but, in reality, the Leinster House 
ministers, following blindly the British master 
model, The fact that Post Office workers have 
had to appeal to the ILO in Geneva is the 
ultimate comment on the slave-mind of 
Leinster House. 

` If some of the blame must be shared by the 
workers it is only in the inadequacy of the 
trade union structure. There are too many 
unions and associations involved, Obviously, 
there should be only one vertical union 
instead of a number of horizontal unions. 

A Labour Party leader in the past helped to 
emasculate one of the largest of the unions 
involved and also helped prevent the 
revolution in trade union organisation 
demanded by the circumstances, Consider the 
dal of the temporary postmen 
temporary often for as long as 20 years! What 
would James Connolly have said about that? 

The institutions of every country are a 
faithful mirror of its politics, This is as true of 
Ireland as of any other. In Ireland the mirror 
shows colonialism. The proof of this 
contention lies in a comparison between the 
trade union situation in, say, 1916, and what 
it is today. The structure remains essentially 
the same, an inadequate worker reaction to 
gombeenism backed, directly or indirectly, by 
the Crown. And who backs the “Irish” 
currency notes? 

Man, above all else, perhaps, is a political 
animal. Regardless of pretensions that some of 
his activities can be “neutral” or 
“non-political”, analysis proves that 
everything he does is political. 

Work is probably man's most political 
activity, if it is not his refusal to work unless 
certain conditions are granted. Man being 
forced to work under conditions favourable to 
an exterior force — western capitalism — is 
man working in a neo-colonial prison 

That is the situation of the Post Office 
workers and until such time as this basic fact 
is realised by all concerned there will be no 
progress. In fact, for progress the workers 
must be released from their prison. 

But only the successful revolution can do 
that. Anything that happens in the interim will 
be mere patching of a rotten system of 
exploitation to which the unfortunate 
temporary postman is a poignant monument.

TWENTY-SIX organisations sponsored a meeting in 
Liberty Hall, Baile Atha Clieath, on April 19, under 
the general patronage of Care, to examine the Leinster 


House proposal to jail the more pernicious juvenile 
delinquents in Loughan House, Co. Cavan, 


The liberty Hall con- 
ference centre was packed 
mostly by young people, 
who were addressed by 
psychologists, lawyers, 
welfare experts, clerics 
and others. 

The meetingconcluded 
with a unanimous appeal 
to Gerry Collins to think 
again on the matter or to 
make public the sources 
advising him to open and 
fill Loughan House, as 
announced, 

The meeting was 
chaired by Sean Mac 
Bride, S.C. 

From the moment this 
project was mooted my 
instinct told me it was 
wrong on the basis that 
prisons, as a remedy, 
should be avoided unless 
there is no alternative, 
but very especially in 
case of the young; and 
because I believe that 
young delinquents can be 
rehabilitated in freedom, 
with love and expert 
understanding. 


Right instinct 


Judging by the Liberty 
Hall meeting thousands 
share this view. 

The hundreds present, 
most of them inexpert 
but with the rightinstinct, 
had experts tell them 


why’ they were right and 
Collins and his civil 
servants wrong. 

Patrick MacEntee told 
the meeting of research 
done with CIE. 

For a Dublin parent 
wishing to visit a child in 
Loughan House it would 
be necessary to travel 
early in the morning to 
Enniskillen; to remain 
there for two and a half 
hours before getting a 
bus to the nearest point 
to Lough House, in Black- 
lion, there to remain the 
night, for there is no bus 
back to Dublin until the 
following day. 

Just one consideration 
but an important one, in 
view of the basic rights 
of family, child and 
parents. 


Jailing sick 


Patrick pointed out 
that there would be no 
provision for remedial 
teachers in Loughan 
House, a rather peculiar 
omission as a high pro- 


portion of delinquent 
children require such 
teachers. 


Very many of these 
delinquents, he added, 
would be classified by 
psychologists and 
psychoanalyists as being 


very sick. 

Here was a plan to jail 
the sick! 

Moreover, the more or 
less normal children, 
under this scheme, would 
be exposed to contact, 
potentially dangerous, of 


the sick, 

What a remarkable 
contribution from the 
Leinster House gang... 

Patrick MacEntee 
suggested that Gerry 


Collins was preparing to 
provide Loughan House 
as a bin for troublesome 
children. 

Kadar Asmal, Irish 
Council of Civil Liberties, 
pointed out that 26 
responsible organisations 
had sponsored the 
meeting. 

Gerry Collins had 
suggested that opposition 
to the civil service plans 
was that of mischief 
makers. 


Surely this accusation 
could not be levelled 
against these 26 organisa- 
tions who were concerned 
that the right attitude to 
the problem prevail, in 
the interests of the 
children involved and of 
society in general? 

He appealed that the 
values of a republican 
society rather than those 
of a middle-class society 
shoud prevail in this 
matter. 

This. I considered an 
adult objective. But is it 
realistic? 

Middle-class values pre- 
vail in Ireland today 
because neo-colonialism 
is the middle-class in con- 
trol. 

Kadar referred back 
to the 1916 Proclamation 
and specifically to that 
clause which promises to 
cherish equally all the 
children of the nation. 

This was not being 
observed in the Lough 
House plan, he said. 


HOW nauseating to 
observe Fianna Fail, once 
again, in the person of 
the Minister for Torture, 
pretending the other day 
that General Liam Lynch 
was a “free” state man.

The skin on his face is peeling 
and flaking off, His hair and 
scalp are all covered in scabies. 
He says the itching is terrible.

I tried to keep a 
good face on me for his sake 
but when I saw him he must 
have noticed my shock. 

“Then I started to cry, and 
the screw that was with us 
finally was so unnerved by 
‘the crying that he left. 

“This is a situation that 
cries out to high heaven for 
vengence.” 


Off to hospital 


Another Derryman, young 
Frankie Doherty, was taken 
earlier in the week to Musgrave 
Park Hospital from his cell in 
H-Block where he had been 
on the blanket for many 
months, 

For a long time since his 
blanket protest began, he has 


been afflicted with stomach 
ulcers. 

They have been so bad that 
his family worry constantly 
about them perforating. 

The other day his wife told 
by the RUC that Frankie had 
been taken to Musgrave Park 
Hospital. 

All tetempts at finding out 
why met with: “He has been 
taken for routine tests and 
he'll be back in 24 hours.” 

He was not, an attempted 
visit disclosed. 


Callous doctors 


Rumours that Frankie 
actually had been rushed to

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IT WAS Kal Marx who 
wrote, during his period of 
residence in London, many 
years ago, that no country 
treated its prisoners worse 
than England. 

Marx was well qualified to 
make this observation, not 
from personal experience of 
prison but from his many 
contacts with former prison 
inmates. 

He carried out a great deal 
of research into the, social and 
economic deprivations of the 
English working class. Many 
of these people knew only 


too well the horrors of 
English prison life. 
of all those who 


experienced the horrors of an 
English jail none was treated 
more barbarously than the 
Irish political prisoner. 

Men such as O'Donovan 
Rossa and Tom Clarke had to 
suffer not only the most 
degrading treatment in 
respect of -their own persons 
but also untold agonies of the 
mind as they watched their 
friends and comrades slowly 
go out of their minds or die 
painful, lingering deaths as a 
result of their cruel and 
barbaric treatment. 


Naked hatred 


passage of time has 
brought no relief for Irish 
prisoners. The torture, of 
course, in certain cas 
become more sophisticated; 
but very often the

sheer 
naked hatred of the prison 
staffs for the Irish forces them 
to throw caution to the wind 
and resort to brutality of a 
type which can be described 
only as primitive. 

This is not to say, of 
course, that such brutality is 
frowned upon by the British 
government. Quite the 
opposite. Indeed, the more 
publicised attacks, such as 
those which took place in 
Winston Green and Albany, 
have been condoned by the 
simple expedient of either 
having a “whitewash” trial or 
dismissing the allegations as 
“mere propaganda”. 

Any question of extending 
political status to Irish 
prisoners, of course, is 
rejected by the issuing of a 
bland statement to the effect

came to an end only when he 
embarked firstly on a hunger 
strike and, finally, on a thirst 
strike, which resulted in his 
death. 

Then as now Church and 
State ignored or else distorted 
the facts of his protest and 
sufferings. His struggle against 
criminilisation was followed 
by only a few and all 
attempts to have him treated 
as a human being failed. 

At the inquest one of the 
witnesses, the prison governor 
stated publicly that he would 
not have treated his dog in 
the manner in which Seán 
MeCaughey had been treated. 

Today more than 30 years 
later, we have not one but 
more than 300 engaged in a 
struggle for recognition as 
prisoners of war. They must 
be given all the support 
possible before they, too, are 
forced to take the same 
measures as MeCaughey, with 
the same tragic results. 


Intensive campaign 


Internal pressure, such as 
marches, of themselves will 
be worse than useless. At 
best, the only positive result 
will be to give the impression 
that something is being done 


and of course give some 
encouragement to the 
prisoners, 

What is essential is 


maintenance of an intensive 
campaign at home and abroad 
to make people fully aware of 
what is taking place in 
H -Block and urge them to 
exert all possible pressure on 
every group and organisation 


of note to combat such 
people to come out and 
openly condemn such 
treatment. 


At the same time a similar 
campaign must be begun on 
the Continent and in the 
U.S.A. 

Those regimes which are 
under constant criticism by 
Britain and her allies must be 
fully briefed as to what is 
taking place in the prisons, 
both in Britain and Ireland. 

Differences of opinion 
with regards to the structures 
of these countries must not 
allow us to blind ourselves to 
the potential assistance they 
can offer in terms of being 
able to counter Britain's 
aċcusations against them 
while all thè time Britain 
herself is engaged in acts of 
brutality, torture and 
degrading treatment within 
her own area of 
responsibility. 


Individual aid 


Those who argue against 
such tactics would do well to 


ponder that fact that the 
oppressed black people and 
others have no compunction 
in seeking British help despite 
Britain's known record in the 
field of the denial of human 
rights. 

Individuals who wish to 
help but who do not know 
how are advised tq write to 
Rome, to heads of state, the 
Red Cross, the President of 
the USA and, indeed, to 
anyone whom they think can 
be influenced, 

H -Block is a running sore 
and a disgrace to humanity, It 
is an even greater disgrace 
when one sees the lack of 
comment from public figures, 
Church leaders and the 
national and local press. 

Must we wait until a coffin 


or coffins come out of 
H-Block before public 
opinion is roused’ 

Over the years I have 
observed with a certain 
amount of cynicism that 
when a prisoner dies from 
whatever cause there are 


literally thousands eager and 
wijling to carry his coffin, 
What a pity the same 
people are not*equally eager 
and willing to carry his cross,

Italian, Bellavita was co-founder and director of 
“Controinformazione”, a left magazine opposed to

Bellavita had to flee 
to France in 1974 after

Three warrants were 
issued, charging him with 
“subversive association” 
and public incitement 
against the state.

Bellavita has been liv-

Last year, two of his 
brothers were arrested 
and went on 23 days of 
hunger strike because 
Italian police seized 
editorial material being 
prepared for “Controin- 
formazione”. 


They were released 
after thousands of

ists signed a statement 


“alleging that they were 


being held because of 
journalistic and political 
opinions only.

Students’ congress 


REFERENCE your recent 
report of the students 
condemnation of RUC 


torture of political suspects, 


the students made it clear 
that when complaints of 
torture and inhuman and 
degrading treatment were 
made against the RUC, and 
rejected, due to k of 
evidence”, such “lack of 


evidence" was due promarily 
to RUC obstructions and 
what has been termed “the 
stony wall of silence” 

The Congress drew. atten- 
tion to the fact that 80 per 
cent, of convictions ‘for 
“serious crimes” were based 
on statements alone. The 
Queen’s University, Belfast, 
statement on torture believed 
“only a minority of the RUC 
to be responsible for these 
acts of torture”. 

That was disputed, one 
delegate pointing out that 
torture was “general policy” 
and that a good number of 
men were involved. 

The Congress accepted that 
those in authority knew of 
these many cases of torture 
but that no action was taken 
against those responsible for 


such atrocities. 

The delegate who put for- 
ward this motion, from Derry 
Tech., stated that the motion, 
as proposed by ‘Queen’s 
University, was inadequate, in 
dealing with torture, and 
completely ignored the plight 
of political prisoners in Ireland 
and England. 

While dealing with torture 
in RUC barracks, it com- 
pletely ignored psychological 
torture on the streets by 
both troops and RUC. 

The Derry delegate cited 
also the attempts to coerce 
the families of Irish political 
prisoners into submission, via 
harassment at the prison 
camps and on the buses on 
which they travel to visit 
their relatives.

Owen

BRITISH Foreign Sec- 
retary David Owen, 
back in London from 
his visit to southern 
Africa, told the 
Commons last week 
that failure to find a 
negotiated Rhodesia 
settlement could result 
in a war involving all 
the neighbouring 
states, 

But he admitted in 
reply to Tory spokes- 
man John Davies — a 
supporter of the so- 
called internal settle- 
ment deal — that a 
negotiated ceasefire 
might not be possible, 
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then does Mac Giolla call for 
a new 70 to 80-seat assembly 
in the six counties? 

By doing this, Mac Giolla 
is advocating British 
involvement in the future of 
our country. Therefore this 
party is forfeiting the right to 
call itself Sinn Féin or 
republican. 

In the Six Counties the 
Workers’ Party uses the title 
“Republican Clubs”. This is 
another title which I fail to 
understand. 

A short time ago a motion 
was passed by Newry and 
Mourne District Council, 


calling on Britain to give a- 


declaration of ‘intent to 
withdraw from our country. 

This motion was proposed 
by a member of the Irish 
Independence Party. 
Immediately an attack was 
launched on the 
Independence Party by the 
Republican Clubs for 
suggesting such a motion. 

In that attack, the “Free”

British withdrawal.

A MAN wrote me to this 
effect the other day: 
“Writing on a class basis 
is divisive. You are in 
danger of setting 
Republicans against 
Republicans, of starting a 
minor civil war in the 
Movement. You should 
be seeking to provide a 
basis for unity rather 
than of dissension”. 

Yet James Connolly 
urged that the issue of 
the class struggle should 
be kept to the fore and 
warned that those who 
would have us ban the 
use of such a term should 
be highly suspect. 

This quotation is 
included among those 
chosen by his daughter, 
Nora, and contained in 
the pamphlet published 
recently by a unit of the 
Republican Movement. 

But maybe I have not 
been sufficiently clear in 
what I mean by “class”, 

By this I mean that 
mass of the people whose 
instincts have not been 
corrupted by imperialism 
or neo-colonialism or 
capitalism in any form; 
that highly respectable 
body of people, usually 
small farmers or 
wage-workers, whose 
ambition it is that 
Ireland be free from the 
mountains to the sea of 
foreign rule, and that 
Production and the 
means of production be 
owned and controlled by 
the people in the 
interests of the people. 


Cast of mind 

I said, above: 
“Usually smal! fatiiers or 
wage-workers” because 
the right cast of class 
mind may be found 
occasionally in products 
of other classes just as, 
unfortunately, traitors to 
our preferred class may 
found within that 
ery class. 
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UNTIL FAIRLY 
recently a favourite 
phrase with commentat- 
ors On current events in 
the north was “men of 
violence”. 

There is not quite so 
much of it now. Instead, 
we are hearing 
“godfathers of violence”, 
a handy term borrowed 


from American 
literature. 
Both phrases are 


applied in the first place, 
explicitly or by allusion, 
to the Provisional IRA. 
Also, very occasionally, 
to the loyalist 
paramilitaries: though, 
indeed, it must be said 
that at present, as far as 
we here are allowed to 
know, these are 
comparatively quiescent. 
But the phrases are 
not applied at all to the 
British authorities, 
though these too have 
authorised or committed 
many acts of violence.

" Most of us are familiar 
with the parody on the 
song, “Red Flag”, about 
the worker who “got the 
foreman’s job at last”, 
just as we are only too 
bitterly aware of the 
tyranny of the

Prospers on the sweat on 
the brows of his “team”. 

Thus, it must become 
clear that putting matters 
on the class basis and 
using class as the 
measuring rod is unifying 
rather than divisive. 

It is the cast of mind 
that counts, We are for 


Irish freedom at all 
levels. We start with the 
basic assumption that 


none of our problems 
can be solved or even 
approached intelligently 
until the _ national 
problem has been solved, 
forcing the enemy to 
quit Ireland forever. 
In con 

But freedom does not 
end there. Forcing the 
imperialists — be they 
SAS or CIA — to quit 
Ireland is only the 
beginning. 
he Irish worker must 
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be able to enjoy his 
earnings to the full. He 
must be able to control 
his own destiny at the 
local level, at the regional 
level, at the provincial 
level, at the federal level, 
at the national level. He 
must be in control 
throughout, in place of 
today's faceless men. 

Today, the economy 
is controlled and 
operated in the interests 
of private profit for the 
few, regardless of the 
interests of the many. 

Tomorrow, when our 
preferred class is in 
control, private interest 
and private profit will be 
ended. The country will 
be run in the general 
interest of people that a 
classless society must 
result eventually. 

The ideology of that 
society has been partly 
worked out in the past, 
as we have been trying to 
show here, by our own 
people and by 
neighbours. 

The process continues 
in this decade in the Éire 
Nua documents; in the 
discussions which they 
have inspired, 
particularly among the 
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men and women in the 
fighting line, whether 
still active or in jail; and, 
of course, at ardfheis- 
eanna of Sinn Féin. 


Against experience 


Al the this 
evolution within the 
revolution is being 
checked against the sharp 
experiences of people 
thrown into conflict with 
gombeenism by its 
crudest officers, the 
armed soldiers of the 
Crown forces. 

This, however, is 
gombeenism at only one 
level, at its crudest. The 
system is exposed clearly 
to the people at other 
levels joblessness, 
sectarianism, national 
wage agreements; the 
pitting of town versus 
country; the plunder of 
mines, fisheries and other 
natural resources; 
manipulation of the 
media; the modern 
version of bread and 
circuses — sex, drink, 
drugs, TV violence 
(bringing huge profits to 
those in control). 

Women have become 
the most vocal in many 
parts of our country not 
only because they have 
„been the most exploited 
(Connolly called them 
the slave’s slave) but 


time 
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because, of their nature, 
women have been the 
most realistic; and it has 
become obvious to them 
that today they can win, 
they can liberate 
themselves and the 
people in general. 

This is not to suggest 
that, women’s liberation 
is the answer. Often this 
is merely a camouflaged, 
capitalist manoeuvre to 


divide its enemies into 
warring males and 
females. 

True women's 
liberation’ cannot be 
divorced from male 
liberation. Man and 


woman together, armed 
with the right ideology, 
knowing the enemy, 
‘schooled in the way of 
destroying him, will 
liberate themselves 
simultaneously. 


Man plus woman 


Man and woman, 
together, constitute a 
team. Capitalism divides 
them to conquer them. 


It was man and 
woman, together, who 


won the land warin the 
Land League. It was man 
and woman together who 
forced the imperialist 
enemy to recognise the 
Republic and to seek a 
truce, at the end of the 
Tan War. 
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PP’s comment on violence 


of this last case I have 
some reason to be 
familiar, Some 10 days 
previously Peter had 
been with me to make 
final arrangements for his 
marriage which was to 
take place in this Parish 
of Fochart. 

On the night in 
question he walked the 
few yards across the 
Border to the home of 
his fiancee, where he 
found her among a group 
of neighbours, several of 


them my own 
parishioners. 
The house was 


surrounded by the SAS, 
using very foul language, 
indeed, and Peter was 
taken into an unoccupied 
house close by, 
physically ill-treated 
there, dragged or carried 
out to an adjoining field 
and there shot. 

One speculates on the 
curious reticence of 
commentators on cases 
of violence of this sort. 

The British in the 
North, of course, have all 
the trappings of 
authority, with acts of 
parliament behind them 
and, indeed, we are given 
to understand, the best 


of intentions, namely, 
the righteous purpose of 
keeping us Irish from 
killing each other. 

One is led to assume, 
therefore, that they have 
a mandate for their 
presence in the North 
and their activity, or 
inactivity, there. But 
have our commentators 
gone deep enough into 
the question? t 

This mandate: Where 
does it come from or on 
what is it based? When it 
comes to fundamentals 
the British mandate is 
based on nothing valid at 
all. Essentially, their 
presence in our country 
is in complete conflict 
with justice, the just 
right of a country not to 
be imposed upon by a 
foreign power. 

Here is where our 
commentators should 
start and, from this 
principle clearly 
established and accepted, 
they can go on to 
consider the wisest and 
best solution to the 
whole northern problem.

Class struggle 


COMMENTING on the 
publication, “The Work 
of Justice: Irish Bishops 


Pastoral”, issued some 
months ago, and the 
campaign on justice in 
our time in Ireland 
promised by the Roman 
Catholic Hierarchy, 
Deasún Breatnach 


suggested in his article 
“Why priest died with 
gun in his hand” (An 
Phoblacht, 5/4/78), that 
as there is no sign of the 
promised campaign and 
not a word about 
H-Block or the 
Castlereagh tortures, 
“Republicans might very 
well carry out the 
campaign on justice that 
the Roman Catholic 
bishops promised”. 

The “*Justice” 
pamphlet, which led off 
with the age-old, basic 
precept of Christianity 
that we do not truly love 
God unless we love also 
our fellow-men, unless it 
is acted upon — Pope 
John XXIII had a lot to 
say about the failure of 
the clergy and laity to 
publicise and activate the 
social teaching of the 


Church — such teaching 
with its social 
revolutionary 
implications is destined 
to become, not a spring 
of action, but additional 
discussion material for 
mainly middle-class 
study clubs at the Dublin 
Institute of Catholic 
Sociology, cosy 
symposiums at Mount 
Mellerary, Red Island, 
University College, 
Galway and the countless 
Irish stamping grounds of 
learned theologians and 
the Acquinas brigade. 

The encyclicals of the 
popes on justice contain 
explicit condemnation of 
capitalism but this fact is 
largely unknown in 
Ireland. 

As F.J. Sheed, famous 
Catholic author and 
publisher, put it 40 years 
ago in his book, 
“Communism and Man”: 
“Yet one might search 
Marx himself through 
and through for a more 
deadly criticism of 
Capitalism. than is to be 
found in the Papal 
Encyclicals. 

“I have never met a 
Communist who so. much 
as suspects that these 


It is man and woman, 
together, today, who are 
fighting with bomb and 
bullet to force the enemy 
to withdraw forever from 
Ireland; and it is man and 
woman together, within 
the party, who are 
winning the peace. 

Is this conception of 
class divisive? Is it not 
that of our experience of 
revolt over more than 
800 years? And is not 
our socialism among the 
most advanced, not only 
because it is checked and 
balanced by experience 
but also because it is not 
dogmatic, not a thing cut 
and dried in changless 
theory provided by men 
turned into gods but a 
continually evolving 
revolutionary experience 
cogwheeled to reality? 
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Papal attacks upon the 
present system exist”. 

My own experience 
has been that many of 
the Irish clergy are just as 
unsuspecting as many of 
our Communist brethren, 
but for the latter there is 
some excuse. 

There is no excusing 
those archbishops, 
bishops, monsignori and 
parish , priests whom 
Deasún Breatnach 
criticises for their silence 
on the inhuman, 
degrading treatment 
meted out to Irish 
patriotic prisoners and 
their Trappist-like code 
when it comes to “the 
capitalist state which 
encourages avarice, thus 
building exploitation and 
oppression and 
homelessness into the 


constitution of the 
state”. 
F.J, Sheed ascribed 


this fault of the clergy to 
“blindness in the 
intellect” rather than a 
grave fault in the will. 

On the capitalist state 
Pius XI (Quadragesimo 
Anno) is not so 
charitable, and says: 
“The State which should 
be the supreme arbitor, 
ruling in kingly fashion 
for above all party

Torture probe 
for Dublin 


“Reports reaching us
